His brigade moving along tho crest cf the 
ridge is suddenly brought up against a heavy 
infantry and artillery fire.

Esoafi of Tex Peisoxcrs From rtrt: Jail — 
AIk>uI a quarter past ten Thursday ni^-ht, ten 
prisoners ctjiifine'd in the comity jail made 
their escape from tliul institution through the 
agency of a lead key. They were confined 
in tbu tipper tier of cells, iram which they 
made Ihcir entiy into tho hall below, where 
Jhey created great noise and confusion. Mr. 
P. Stretch, the turnkey, wentto see what was 
the cause eil the noise, and was very roughly 
handled by the escaped prisoners. Their 
unices are ijibedie, Samia l Al.mzo, James 
Stuart (negroes), Mite Duffy, P O'Neill, 
Tlonopsrm llowell, A. Thumps<on, Jns. Wil- 
liams. Jas. Carmine, and Andrews, a colored 
man. 

Mr. Stretch, the deputy jailer, was on duty 
at the tinap in the ofiice. Hearing the noise, 
and aroused by the violent ringing of the 
bell, ttat cfTicer rushed to the jail forthwith, 
and optuing the large iron door, he entered 
ibe main hall, when he was struck by a lire 
poker, and WBS levelled to tho ground, stunned 
by the blows. He received a blow on the side 
of the bead, and one eye wea so kicked that 
it was closed by the swelling; He was also 
kicked in lie abdomen. Captain Bishop ar- 
rived soon after, and as«Utexl in conveying 
Mr. Stretch to bis bed, where he i; in a criti- 
cal condition. He was picked up sense- 
lesa. 

Dr. Fisher, the jail physlciosi, was Edit for 
to dress the wounds of the injured, among 
whem were also Felix Hart and Daniel Mil- 
ler, the hall keepers. Hart was badly hurt, 
liaiing been choked so that his neck was 
swelled. When the physician arrived lie 
e ould scarcely breathe Miller was maimed 
i n tbe left jaw by a blow from the despera- 
does. The plan of escape was a lyold one. It 
was concocted by four prisoners in cell thirty- 
tbrie, in the tipper tier of galleries. The oc- 
cupants of tliia cell were Thomas Williams, 
Jimmy Carmine, Thomas Heiwcll, and John 
Kclley. Jimmy Carmine, It is supposed, was 
[be projector of the scheme. He had procured 
a duplicate key, m.ir.ufacturcil out of,zinc and 
h ad. An impression of the lock had doubt- 
less been taken with wax, and handed to 
some visiter, who procured a duplicate key, 
r.nd furnished il Iu the prisoners. It is well 
to Mate that there were oulv three keys, one 
f„r each gallery, to unlock ail the cells on the 
same tier. With this key, nt tho lime stated, 
the feu: prisoners in cell thirty-three let 
ihemselves out, anil commenced uiiUckiug 
the remaining cells in the same gallery, let- 
ling out Iwct.ty-two of the inmates. The 
noife and confusiod wade by the exit e 
prisoners frcm the cells aroused one* 
hull keepers, and lie rang tbe bell. So 
the prisoners rushed up ami throttled the 
ball Keeper, and continued ringing the bell 
Aemseltes, in outer to more safely effect the ir 
e sct-pc atr.id the confusion. Same also co:n- 
mei ce el pulling out the bricks over Ihe door, 
lo Hints an aperture for eiit from the hall. 
Al this jut clnre Deputy-Marshal Stretch tin- 
Locked the inner door, end was knocked 
dovn. The desperadoes then Be arched his 
pot kits and found the key to the outside 
door, which is always lucked oa the entrance 
of the' keipeos, for security. With this key 
the outside door was unlocked, thereby letting 
lie fugitive-, into tbe jail-yard. Here a 
scrr.n-.bla was ir.i.de by the prjsotiets to escape 
by scaling the walls. Two of them jumped 
epen the dog-kernel, nnd.mounting the wall, 
thus de scended into the si root. 

One prisoner, named Aneirews (colored), 
asceuded a tree adjoining the wall, when 
George Washington Phillip.", the jail cook, 
caught him by the slincuaud hauled them off. 
and tin-ally brought down the owner of the 
(.bees. Andrews hauled e,ff his coat and 
slowed figlil.but finally succeeded in making 
his escape. Washington then souneled the 
aim in, and set the dog on some of the fugi- 
tives, One was caught by the bieechea, but 
lie de g beii g wh.'.led by another was obliged 
to let go his hold. Washington then rushed 
into tbe street and set up a cry of alarm. He 
saw some twenty or thirty persons staneliug 
opposite on the coiner of Sixth and Chestnut 
streets, but they related to assist in the cap- 
ture. *

The advantage of this change, whether re- 
gard be had to the convenience of the depart- 
ment or to the satisfaction of postmasters, 
would seem to be apparent.

j here is one point to which, in conclusion, 
wo would parliculaily stivers. Wc allude to 
tte recoDjuieudalion which the Postmaster 
General has renewed in his last annual Re- 
port ( that a postal rnontey order syMem be es- 
tablished to facilitate) the transmission of 
smr.ll sums of money through the mails, 
which would not only prove a great conve 
nienceto civilians anil soldiers, but would 
almost entirely obviate tbe loss of money let- 
tils, the great majority of which enclose small 
remittances. Tine present Congress has just 
-hown itself properly mindful of the comfort 
of er.r soldiers in the field by providing lhat 
articles of clothing comprised in a package 
not exceeding two pounds in weight, ad.tr. - 
c.l to any nan -commissioned officer or priua.e 
solving iu the armies tf the United States, 
may be transmitted in the mails. By author- 
izing "Ihe postal money older syrtem," Con- 
ine -s would conduce to ihe increased comfort 
of cur soldiers, while pi Seine nt <he same 
time within the reach of all a facility for Ihe 
spfe remittance of small sums. It is a matter 
of surprise that this desirable reform has been 
so long postponed in Iho United Slates.

Postal Kt porks. — 'there is scarcely any 
agency performed by the; Government which 
more intimately concorua the comfort snd 
Convenience of the people, or which moro di- 
ttctly reacts on tho business facilities of the 
rountty, than the regulations established 
wiih regard to the transmission ar d distribu- 
tion of private letters and printeel matter 
conveyed by the mails. The reader will find 
in another part of to day's paper an interest- 
ing tabic cemtair.ing a statement of tho man- 
ner in which letters are distribcted in the 
principal countries of l.'urepe, nnd also the 
mode in which postmasters receive their com- 
pensation in such countries. It will be seen 
lhat the carrier sysfera universally obtains, 
and that this seivice is in most cases per- 
formed without fee — the exceptions being 
confined to localities where the spr.rseness of 
the population justifies a departure from the 
system. The generality of ' the rule, how- 
ever, shows the direction in which postal re- 
form under this head has steadily traded la 
Kure pe. ' 

Wc are indebted tothcpresentefTicictit Post- 
truster (,'cncial for lie partial introduction 
of this system into the aelministration or our 
postal service. The law authorizing the free 
elelivery of mail matte r by carriers took effect 
on tfte first day of July last. About that 
time the system was put in operation at for- 
ty-i.ine of'tbe larger offices, with a compe- 
te'. t corpse.! carriers lo each, numbering in 
the aggie gate font hundred and foity-ninc, 
t. - au aggregate annual compensation of 
•JjHO/i-O. While we cannot hope, wiih the 
present distribution of our population and 
ihe extent of our country, to attain tie point 
reached by Europe an governments under this 
head, we may at least mark tho progress Ih-y 
have made as indicating a reform which 
shoold be adopted wherever the conditions of 
its cxislenco are le.unei. We have the best 
reason to know lhat Mr. Blair is disposed 
t ot only to give Ihe system in our country a 
fair Irfnl, but to promote its extension as far 
as practicable. AmpsY but well-guarded pro- 
vision lo this effect Ins been matte io the rc- 
rised cede of the laws relating to the Post- 
Ofiicc lA'parimeut, w hich was submitted by 
lino at the last session of the thirty seventh 
Congiess, and to which the attention of tho 
present Congress is,.igain invited in his last 
annual report. 

There is also in this pre.poseel revision cf 
our postal Jaws (which is fur the nott part 
I nt a digest of existing legislation, the pro-

fected by the modifications suggested) anoth- 
er lccomniendation os to which tic pfaclicn 
snd experience of l.urope may he studied 
with advantage. We alltido to the mode in 
which postmasters are remunerated for their 
services. It will be seen that it is every- 
wl ere regulated by fixed rates iu tbe shape ef 
a salai v, and not left to bo ascertuinoel ty 
calculations based on Ihe number of letters 
received and apparent amount of service reu- 
elered. This latter method involves the keep- 
in" of cumbrous sccouuts for no other pur- 
pose than to ascertain what is to be paid iu 
any given Case, when in point of fact the De- 
partment can readily arrive at the approxi- 
mate rate of payment from the average rev-, 
enues of the pswi-aflco during a series of 
viar.s. Hence Mr. Blair proposes in his re-

One is tomewbat astonished ingoing through 
tbe main streets of the prisoners' quarters to 
tear tte well-known cry ef "Hot cakes and 
mc!as£e3." There are numerous small estab- 
lishments that deal in this (to tho rebels) 
great luxury. These establishments aro busy 
ut all times. Bnt we must mention one of 
another sort, going under tho flashy name ef 
"Rebel Exchange Restanrant." There is 
served np at all hours the most delicate dish- 
es of the season — oysters in all styles, hot corn 
bread and molasses, eggs in all styles, &c. 
The bntlding is constructed of the common 
cracker boxes, covered with canvas, and in 
the front is a table and tench, in restaurant 
style, eo that the customer can look through 
pigeon holes and call for his favorite dish, and 
tit at tbe table and quietly eat it with 
fashionable seasoning. Tbe proprietors 
tetm to do an excel!entbusine33,andare bu3y 
fit all times— day and evening. How they 
noBErge to t rccure tuppliss Is more than ono 
can Ece, and is cne or tbe mysteries of the 
camp. All through the camp will be found 
traders dealing in apples, tobacco, and mo- 
lasses candy. Tobacco, however, seems ths 
most nonoinent and ready of Bade, the price 
is $1, Confederate, for each chew, orono chew- 
is equal to one hard cracker. Some of the 
prisoners have taken np the carpenter's trade, 
and contract to construct the houses, while 
cthe:8 make tie trick, and others do the work 
of a mason in building the chimneys. I 
noticed, among other articles manufactured, 
a very nice article of clay pipe; these are 
made in various shapes and styles to pleas3 
tho eye of the purchaser. But the most 
common articles of manufacture and trade 
are fans and tings. The former are 
made cut of pine, snd some of them 
are very nicely constructed. They aro 
oinsreentel with ribbons, and are 
considerable of a euriosity to strangers, 
cemmanding a ready sale at from 23 cents to 
$1, according to style. The rings, are made 
out of guttx-pcrcha and bone, mostly of ths 
farmer, in great variety, and some of them 
have sets which are highly engraved. The 
work is done with a file and penknife, with a 
needle for a drill. The prices range from 25 
cents to t a in Federal money. The rings are 
made of the common gutu-percha button, 
which are purchased of the sutler, and which 
command a ready sale. The different trades 
are strongly represented, tailors, tinsmiths, 
watchmakers, shoemakers, and coopers, who 
construct tubs and buckets, some of which for 
skill and tte neat manner in which thsy are 
constructed almost excel the Yankee articles 
from the North, who are better provided with 
tools. 

Tbe pi irate residences of the camp are an- 
other curiosity, and go under different names, 
as the "Dixie," "Sta Gaels,"' "290," "Ala- 
bams," "The Rebel Eldon Hall," and "Pal- 
metto State," whilo "In for the War" is a 
common name of the lords of the camp, who, 
ibtocgh the money sent tnom by their 
friends, manage to construct these houses, de- 
signed fbr comfort and .convenience. I will 
now allude to curiosities mors interesting. A 
small steam-engine Is running all day long, 
snd can bo cesn at all times for the 
high price of one chew of tobacco. The 
proprietors manage to do a good business 
with il in thd way of drilling rings. This 
with a nicely constructed clock, made in the 
inside of a canteen, with pasteboard face, and, 
w hen it is known that it was constructed et> 
tirely within tho camp, and of such material's 
ns conld be found at hand, it will be admitted 
to be a great undertaking. But the clock can 
to seen for itself all day long for tho high 
price of two chews of tobacco. This clock, 
with a puppet show, at the Surgeon's head- 
quarters, made by the eon of the Exchange 
proprietor at Richmond, complete our list of 
curiosities for the present.

It is the faith of society , 
Tie duly of the conservatives of the country 
ii consequen tly not governed by the physical 
cVrdition of slavery or of any other malarial 
interest bnt by the* principles of the con3titu- 
t on. What if slavery is dead, as Mr. BrooLg 
a ctrtj? The principles of the constitution, at 
bast are Lot dead; a':2, while they live, we 
aretcund in tvery legitiraite mole to re:-ist 
their violation, and especially are we bound 
thus to resist their violation when, as in the 
Cise asserted truly or untruly by Mr. Brook-, 
t'ie end for which they are violated is confess- 
edly attained already.whereby their violt'.ion 
is rendered not only criminal but wanton. If 
slavery is dead, as Mr. Brooks assumes, so 
much the worse for Mr. Brooks's new doctrine 
of passive submission. 

For what is the real nature of the present 
conflict between conservatism and radicilisai 
in this countrv ? Radicalism has decreed con- 
fiscation and emancipation iu violatioa of the 
laws of war as recognized in tho.canstitution, 
has ordained the enlistment o: Blarei in the 
Border Slaveholding States a3 a mean? of ex- 
tinguishing slavery therein ia violation of the 
orgenic principles of the government, and in 
Ibe States reclaimed from the rebellion ha3 
made abolitionism the condition of the admis- 
sion not merely of tho citizens to the elective 
franchise but of the States to t'oeir consti- 
tutional relations, in the Union. The radi- 
cals have resolved through the iaslru- 
mental'ly cf the general government 
to wipe out the existing constitu- 
tions of the slaveholding States. In a 
word, the radicals, conceding virtually the 
principle of secession, have openly 'de- 
clared war against the equality of the 
States rs guaranteed by the constitution, 
and are waging this wtr with a vigor 
inccmpaiably greater than that with which 
t'ev wage the war againit the rebelliou. 
Arr.d all this they are doing avowedly to kill 
£l.-.vcry. In their onslaught, they are met by 
tbe conservatives of the country, who bold up 
the constitution and demand obedience to it, 
not ts the protector of slavery but as the com- 
mon protector of the liberties of the people 
and of the acknowledged right3 of the States. 
Conservatism in thi3 mighty strife of princi- 
ples is upholding the constitution as tho great 
charter of our liberties and of our rights. 
Radicalism isstrikingdown the constitution as 
an obstacle in the way of the extermination of 
slavery. Such is the real nature of the conflict. 
In this conflict Mr. Brooks has been fighting 
w ith the conecrvatives. Has he been lighting 
to upheld slavery or to uphold the constitu- 
tion? If to uphold slavery, then he may per- 
haps consistently abandon the fight on the as- 
sumption that slavery is dead, though bo will 
thereby avow that he was never really a coa- 
servative; but, if he has been fighting to up- 
held the constitution, why should he abindon 
ibe fight just as it rages fiercest, because he 
is suddenly convinced that slavery is deal, 
ar.d that the assault upon tbe Conatitutien is 
accordingly as wanton as it is c.imiaar.' 
Should he not for a ceason still stronger con- 
tinue in the good fight, and redouble iastead 
of sl£i kening his blows? The cue is assured- 
ly Ico plain for dispute. 

Mr. Brooks indeed has completely reversed 
tbe true lesson taught by the fact he assumes, 
euppo jng his assumption to bo true. He hai 
tot carefully weighed tbe assumption. If 
ilavery is dead, «3 the radicals themselves 
i gree with Mr. Brooks in aflirmiag, whatsig- 
tify all tbe3t- revolutionary measures that are 
employed avowedly to kill it? They can 
signify but one thing; namely, that they are 
designed simply to perpetuate the power 
of the radicals in the government at the 
cost of the lives and liberties ot tbe peo- 
ple. Such is at any rate tbe ultimate 
design of these revolutionary measures; but, 
admitting that slavery is dead, as the radicals 
aay with Mr. Brooks, this infamous design at 
once starts into bold relief, and stands forth 
tbe sole and undeniable significant s of the 
policy of the Northern disunionists now ia 
possession of the government. Mr. Brook3 
in declaring that slavery is dead writes 
'•Blood-dyed Usurper" across the froat of 
tbe dominant party in letters uncommonly 
glaring. And every radical who declares the 
game tbiDg confesses the dire impeachment. 
If Mr. Brooks believes what hesays, therefore, 
he should arouse himself to fresh and higher 
efforts in the conflict with radicalism. He 
should not "cease protesting and resisting," 
but should protest and resist with greater en- 
ergy and zeal tban ever. He should catch 
new inspiration from the new revelation of 
radical ilfamy. Tbe question as to whether 
Blavery is dead or not is so far an indifferent 
one amoEfcBt conservatives that a conservative 
may take either side of the question without 
the slightest inconsistency; but the conserva- 
tive who takes the affirmative side of the 
question he 5 a peculiar reason for battling 
with bis whole might against tbe guilty ho3t3 
of radicalism. Certainly be ha3 no rsaaoa 
for.relaxing his exertions in the strife. Aad 
ieastof all has he any rea3on to retire from 
the suite. 

eSTIt appears from a Washington despatch 
of the 1st inst. which we publish to-day, that 
seriors apprehensions are felt in official and 
political circles there, that the disastrous re- 
treat of Smith and Grierson mu3t put an oad 
to tbe whole of General Sherman's brilliant 
progress, by cutting him off from an impor- 
tant and necessary source of supplies, and 
w irhholding from him the cavalry force upon 
which be has relied for the accomplishment 
of his purposes. If these apprehensions 3hall 
be realized, it will be a end thing indoed. 
The fact thot they are felt at the seat of gov- 
ernment, where overweening confideuce and 
insolent assurance usually prevail, confirms 
us in the opinion we have expressed, that the 
manner of Smith's advance toward the south, 
by whom soever devised or ordered, was ono 
of the greatestibluaders of this blundering 
war. 

Genera! Sherman's bold, rapid, and exten- 
sive incursion into the South startled and 
alarmed the whole Southern Confederacy and 
excited the highest hopes and expectations 
throughout all the loyal States. We have by 
no means abandoned hope yet, but the re- 
marks we cited yesterday from a Richmond 
paper about the withdrawal of Sherman's 
forces, and now the intelligence of the exist- 
ence of grave tpprehensions at Washington 
as to bis ability to maintain a position in the 
Scutb, are far from encouraging. If the suc- 
cess of Sherman's fctupendous expedition de- 
pended upon his hiving the support of Smith's 
and Orier;on's cavalry, what folly or madness 
it was to despatch that cavalry to his aid 
from such distant points as Memphis and 
Corinth without making sure that it 
was Btrong enough and that it was fully 
prepared to move rapidly enough to avoid 
the possibility of repulse by rebel con- 
centration or any other cause or combination 
of causes. Why could not Smith aud Grier- 
son have accompanied Sherman ? 

When Sherman penetrated the South, he 
destroyed tbe bri3ge3 behind him, intending 
no backward step. We still hope that he 
need not take any backward step, but, if he 
must do it, bis return march will be made 
under difficulties that will tax to the utmost 
all his great energies and resources.

The same 
opportunity to test the meters in other places 
would undoubtedly lead to the same result?, 
for tbe gss companies have it all their owa 
way. They raise their prices at will and 
without any restraint, aud compel the p»y- 
Dcent of exorbitant rates by threatening to stop 
the Sow of gp.3 if not paid witlrki ten diys. 
An effort has been made for several ye~.r3 be- 
fore tbe Legislature of M.issicau3e l .ts to pro- 
vide lor tbe inspection of gas-meters, but the 
gas Companies bive opposed its ptssage. Why 
oppose it, when it simply has for its object to 
test, with proper machines, the illuminating 
power of the gss and to affix marks to those 
which arc correct. 

Those who use gas know nothing about it, 
except that its price is goieg upward upon the 
presentation of each quarterly bill, while its 
quality is as variable as April weather. We 
should like to have a copy of the Massachu- 
setts bill, in order to have a similar one framed 
and introduced at Frankfort next winter. As 
lo the cost of inspection, that is a mere trifl ?; 
for ery consumer would bo willing to pay H, 
that Lc might be insured against errors or 
ctrelestncss. Wc are cognizant of a case 
which occurred, in another city, where a 
family closed their bouse for the summer and 
went to n watering place, but the subsequent 
quarterly gas bili, when rendered, was a little 
higher than tbe corresponding one of tbe pre- 
ceding year, and what was worse, it had to 
be paid under penalty of being deprive! of 
tbe flow in future. We are decidedly ia f.-ivor 
ofGas-Irjspcctors; they will prevent the com- 
petes from being subject to complaints, and 
they will give security to the consumers.

iramatic effect as the second of his superior 
tauticf, and that ibis is nowhero more com- 
lete and more striking than ia Hamlet, for 
tie two conditions of groat dramatic effect 
re found in it, unity in variety — one sole, 
onetant, and dominant impressiou, but 
aried according to tbe condition of the dif- 
erent personages in whom it is develops*. 
)eath hovers over the whole drama; the 
pectre of the murdered king represents and 
>enoniKe« it; he is always there, sometimes 
jresent biin3tlf, sometimes iu the language 
jad to the thoughts of the other personage); 
all are corjstantly concerned about him, with 
remorse, affection, grief, curiosity, without 
curiosity or Bimply by chance. Thus the rude 
grave-digger says he entered on his trade on 
tbe day on which the late king gained 
a great victory, and while digging tbe 
grove of' the beautiful Ophelia, the mad 
mistrca of the madman Hamlet, he turus 
up the skull o( poor Yorick, the jester of the 
deceased monarch — tho skull of the jester of 
that spectre who issues at every moment from 
his tomb to alarm the living and enforce the 
punishment of his assassin. 

We presume it wa3 a dramatic necessity, 
aninotan effort to gild the refined gold of 
Kbakfpeare's "unity in Variety," which in- 
duced Mr. Wallack, at the Louisville Theatre 
last night, after appearing as the Gho3t of tho 
"buncd majesty of Dcnmaik," to tbrow off 
his cbarnel robes and assume thj character of 
the Grave-digger, but tbo circumstince re- 
called to our memory tbe striking annotation 
of the great French critic. All the person- 
ages of the play, ia the midst of all its cir- 
cumstances, are brought forward, with- 
drawn, and introduced again by turns, 
each with his own peculiar language, 
physipgnomy, and impression, and a'.l 
ceas*lessly concur to maintain, diffuse and 
strengthen the Bole ireneral impression of 
death — of death, jut or unjust, natural or 
violent, forgotten cr lamented, but always 
rent. The dual personation of Mr. Wal- 
hrowing off the slow and solemn 
Jtep of the ghost to incarnate the man who 
sings as be plies his trade of grave-digging, 
most certainly produced one of the moststrik- 
iag instances of the immortal bard's "unity 
iu variety" it has ever bocn our chancato wit- 
ness. To make the occasion still more con- 
templative and philosophical, the excellent 
tragedian was induced to doff his buskia and 
assume the sock on account of the illness of 
Dawson the comediar, the Yorick of our 
t*ge, who is said to be lying at the door of 
death. But for this thought, which continu- 
ally obtruded itself, we might have3ovlei, as 
others did, at the Itrange transformation of 

Mr. Wallack. ' 

The Express lilsauatBs —There are more 
ways thnn one to point a compliment or 
adorn u well directed acknowledgment in re- 
turn for services rendered. Thus the Ba'cn 
Rouge Gazette ask3: "Ha3 the pursuit or occu- 
pation of man anything to do with th.9 forma- 
tion of character?" and Bays it is a profound 
question which cannot be answered or eluci- 
dated without research, and research aftorthe 
truth of the matter leads directly to the phil- 
osophy of Satoneus or the metaphysics of Al- 
bertus and Foster. This is ao time or place 
for the abstruse. Fact, plain, simple, unvar- 
l.isbed, unadorned truth, as it exists to de- 
mand purses in the highways, and the life 
we have about us, in the byways; facts such 
as we have in the honest trade of the country, 
or still more honest trade of the town, here is 
field enough for the exercise of reason and 
the amusement of morality. Aside from 
this, the occupation of a man has as much to 
do with tho formation of his character as the 
peculiar soil has to do with the stalk of 
an asparagus. Dickens has labored to 
dw exceptions to the general rule, 
r-n^torniahed excisemen and undertak- 
ers of merry temperament. A man may 
sing ''Old King Cole" and drive nails in a 
coffin at tbe same time, but the thought must 
and does flush across his mind as be drives, 
"Who eball drive these nails for me, and 
when?" Express-men, printers, photographers, 
Gets, are bound together by some sympathetic 
principle in nature, the key to which is lost. 
They help each other, and "work into each 
other's bands;" they see so much of their fel- 
lows that >hey are reasonable and charitable, 
and are not always deceived into the belief 
that every man is a hero who cuts his whiskers 
in heroic style and wears spurs. They make 
reasonable allowances for human fcailty, 
wLenit professes spotless sanctity and absti- 
nence; tbiy have seen the jug behind the 
dcor; thej have been on the stage themselves, 
ar.d under it; have seen the king and the 
clown drink the rectified article in company; 
thfy know that the golden goblets are made 
of papier macht; tho crowns of pasteboard; 
the thunder of sheet- iron; the lightning of 
resin, and when Clianthe exclaims. Dearest 
Angelica, 13 that you! "It is not Angelica 
but somebody else." Express-men, preachers, 
players, and printers know the world to be a 
musical instrument and they play on it. 

All this is prefatory to a very graceful no- 
tice of the three local Express men of Baton 
T'OUge, all of whom are always doiajt their 
tandsom^st to put- the very last paper out oa 
the Gazette's table, in advance of the mails, 
and in this particular the men of their craft 
uccced admirably everywhere. We are daily 
tightly under obligations to them for fa- 
vors, sH^ya should acknowledge them mare 
frequently were it not that wc think allopathic 
treatment for kindnesses conferred is better 
than tbe homeopathic. The Adam3 Express 
■^sseiieers are tbe carrier pigeons of tho press, 
and we have nodcubt that at some future hap- 
py day they will, like tho dove bearing toe 
olive branch, place upon our tables the very 
first word of peace which shall be spoken.

Whole families ere leavin- homes 
which required a lifetime to build and orna- 
ment, and, in destitute circumstltces, are 
working their way North.

Sines ttie school 
buildings have been returned to your board of 
trustees, they have been exposed to severe 
freezing weather, which, of itself, is destruct- 
ive of infection. They have been thorough- 
ly washed, painted, ventilated, the interior 
walls and the ceilings have been well white- 
washed, ar.d these are Rmple securities agiiust 
any possible evil to the tepcbers and children 
in the occupation of the buildings. Toe edi- 
fice of the Kentucky Institution for the B:iad 
wes used as a military hospital, but the meas- 
ures you took with your buildings were uken 
with that hou3?, and tbe inmates— about fifty 
in number — went into it without any inju- 
rious result. There can be no reason far any 
hesitation about sending the pnpiU back to 
the Ward Schools.

A remarkable archrcological discovery 
has just been made in the district of M ache- 
dent, near Gaurnay, where trenches hid been 
dug for the purpose cf finding stones for the 
road between Caudebec and Eu.

BHi?- Frederick Brown, the well known 
ehtniist and pharmaceutist, died in Philadel- 
phia last Saturday.

Esrel Tyranny.— The same tale i3 told by 
all wbo pscape from rebeldorn. It is destitu- 
tion and tjranny. The Akron Beacon gives 
a letter jii3t received by a gentleman wbo 
escaped from Georgia two years since, from 
e.noiher rrfugee who has very lately arrived 
at New York. The letter writer left his 
come in Georgia on the 20th of January. He 
sav 9 : 

I had furnished a substitute and had a dis- 
charge from service in the armies of the Coa- 
fediracy, but the Confederate Coa;ress pused 
an acta few duyj before I left home, to put 
there in tbe army who had furnished substi- 
tutes, and gave them until the 1st of February 
to volunteer or be conscripted. I considered 
the act to put me in the army, in bad faith, so 
mounted on horseback and rode out. 

The S»uth is now under the severest and 
most cruel despotism. Some months bafore 
1 left home I saw white men pursued with 
dogs, by direction of conscript officers, and 
forced into the army at the point of the biyo- 
net. Oil, how revolting to our feelings, to 3ee 
boys sixteen years of age carried from their 
homes in chains, to fight in a cause which 
they had no agency in bringing about. 

Tbr conscript act is being rigorously en- 
forced from sixteen to £f;y-!ive years of age, 
nnc, with scarcely any exemptions. When 1 
left there was a great deal of suffering, and 
the sentimeut of the people at home was that 
the wsr could not possibly last six months 
lunger. A good many leading men have quit 
the field. Toombs has quit and gone home, 
Rnd s»ys the South is whipped. Ho well Cobb 
commands the Georgia State troops, and is 
staving at home. 

The present Administration at Richmond 
is becoming very unpopular. I was in Rioh- 
mond on the 1st of January, and at any mo- 
ment would not have been surprised to hear 
of Davis's assassination. 'Tis true, the state- 
ments we tee in the paper here of the many 
cereriions from the Southern army. 1 crossed 
the Tennessee above Guntersville, and re- 
mained at the front two days, after passing 
" ithin tbe Federal lines, and saw squads of 
fifteen and twenty deserters come in very 
often.

General Custar started with a force of cav- 
alry on Sunday to make a recoaaoissance 
toward Gcrdoasville, the sixth corps, uader 
Gee. Sedgwick, followiag within support:: g 
distance. lie passed through Madisoa, ard 
oa Monday morniag, reached Wolftoa, whe: o 
he eacountered a rebel picket guard, which ho 
captured. Bassing across the Rapid Ann sxd 
ilavana rivers in the direction of Ciiarlotte- 
ville, be met the eaemy within three miles of 
the latter place, where he charged a body of 
cavalry onder Stuart, driving them a consid- 
erable distance. 

Capt. Ashe, of the 5th United States cavalry, 
charged on a rebel camp near this place with 
ninety-eight men, drove the enemy, burned 
their tents, fix cui33ons, and two b.'.rges, and 
retreated without the loes of a man. This 
was one of the boldest fights our cavalry has 
made during the war. Fmdiag his small force 
opposed by iafaatry, Stuait's cavalry, aad 
several batteries, which opened upon him, aad 
a number of trains bad just arrived with 
troops to support his advance, he determined 
to cross the Rippahannock. 

He burned bridges, deetroyed three flouring 
mills filled with grain, and fell bick toward 
the Rapid Ann, but his battery horses giving 
out, he had to halt for the night. Oa nearicg 
the Rapid Ann this morning he met a large 
bodv of rebel cavalry on the road to Burton s 
Fo d, and skirmished with them.

Custar and his force returned to cimp to- 
day with only four men wounded slightly. 
11c captured and brought in fifty prisoners, 
a large number of negroes and some throo 
hundred horse3 besides, and destroyed a large 
quantity of stores at Stanaruville. 

A large number of rebels were wouaded in 
the skirmish near the Rapid Ann.

FROM THE 3ITM KENTI CKV INFANTRY*.

Yesterday, Washington's birthday, was cele- 
brated by companies A and I of our regiment 
in n hand-to-hand encounter ot about four 
houis' duration, against vastly superior num- 
bers of tbe enemy. The rebels, about five 
hundred strong, attacked them at Powell's 
river bridge at 6 o'clock A.M., and after mak- 
ing four separate charges on thebridge, which 
were gallantly met and repulsed by our boys, 
the rebels were driven from their position and 
compelled to retreat in disorder, leaving 
horces, saddles, arms, .'cc, on the field. They 
lock most of their dead and wounded with 
them, but admit a loss of thirty'. 

There were a great many daring acts of 
bravery committed by our boys, but as the 
w hole affair is one of the most brilliant of the 
wer, it would be almost impossible to make 
any distinction. There is one, however, that 
is well worth recording. The attack was 
made by infantry, wbilo the cavalry prepared 
for a charge. The cavalry was soon in line 
and moving on the bridge; on they came in a 
steady, solid column, covered by the fire of 
their infantry. In a moment our boys saw 
their perilous position, and Lieutenant Slater 
culled for a volunteer to tear up the boards to 
prevent their crossing. There was some hesi- 
tation, and in a moment all wonld have been 
lest, had not one William Goss (company 
clerk of company I) leaped from tho intrench- 
ments, and, running to the bridge under the 
fire of about four hundred guns, threw ten 
boards off the bridge into the river, and re- 
turned unhurt. This prevented the capture 
of the whole force. 

On the same day the 11th Tennessee cavalry 
mgaged a force of rebels near Mulberry Gap. 
Several were killed and wounded on both 
sides. Col. Davis, of the 11th Tennessee, wag 
compelled to fall back to a better position. 

The rebels are reported advancing with a 
determination of taking the Gap. They are 
cemmanded by Gen. Jones, who is said to be 
an excellent General. He is doubtless a good 
mtD, and, if he bas confidence enough in his 
t-bility to keep hotel here, I hope he will give 
us a call soon; tbe 3 ;th will insure him a 
riood trade and a large number of guests. 

Col. Dillard has been compelled iowing to 
declining health) to leave the regiment on 
i-roporary leave of absence, and, during his 
absence, the regiment is commanded by Lieut.
